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' / tT  Production  of  ice  cream  in  the  United  States  wa.s  estimated  at  54,060,000  gallons  — 6 percent 
smaller  than  the  September  output  last  year,  but  3 percent  larger  than  the  5-year,  1950-54,  aver- 
age for  the  month,  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  reports.  This  was  the  smallest  September 
production  since  1952  and  was  the  third  consecutive  month  in  which  output  fell  below  that  of  the 
corresponding  month  of  1955.  Between  August  and  September,  production  dropped  25  percent  this 
year,  compared  with  a decline  of  24  percent  last  year  and  an  average  decrease  of  only  18  percent 
between  these  months  in  the  5-year  period,  1950-54,  September  temperatures  were  not  too  favor- 
able for  ice  cream  consumption  in  most  of  the  eastern  half  of  the  Country.  In  the  first  9 months 

of  1956,  output  was  up  3 percent  from  the  same  period  of  1955  and  was  10  percent  above  the  January- 

September  average  during  1950-54.  The  butterfat  content  of  ice  cream  made  in  September  avera,gsd 
11.5  percent  for  the  Country  as  a whole,  the  same  as  in  August,  but  slightly  more  than  the  11.4 
percent  average  reported  for  September  ice  cream  last  year. 

Compared  with  September  1955,  ice  cream  production  was  smaller  in  all  sections  of  the  Country, 
the  losses  varying  from  2 percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  States  to  13  percent  in  the  West  North 
Central.  The  only  states  to  indicate  gains  were:  Connecticut,  Illinois,  Virginia,  Georgia., 

Florida  and  Texas.  Output  was  down  3 percent  in  the  South  Central  Region,  5 percent  in  the  North 
Atlantic,  and  6 percent  in  the  East  North  Central.  In  the  West,  production  was  off  8 percent  in 
the  Mountain  States  and  10  percent  in  the  Pacific.  In  the  three  lending  ice  cream  producing 
states,  output  was  1 percent  below  a year  ago  in  Pennsylvania  and  was  down  4 percent  in  New  York 

and  7 percent  in  California.  Increases  in  production  from  the  1950-54  average  for  September  were 

estimated  for  all  regions  except  the  West  North  Central  and  the  Pacific.

Sherbet  production  in  September,  estimated  at  2,750,000  gallons,  was  10  percent  smaller  than 
the  output  of  September  a year  ago,  but  was  17  percent  above  the  5-year,  1950-54,  average  for  the 
month.  Production  declined  39  percent  between  August  and  September  this  year,  compared  with  a 
drop  of  41  percent  a year  earlier.
